the above exorbitant ranfom, but the Dey only told 
him, that “ The King, “his matter, muft firft fulfil 
the engagements which had induced him to liften to 
peace, and then he would fee what was further to be 
done, relative to the ranfom of the flaves.””, Madam 
d’Expilley, who accompanied her hufband, had the 
honoar to take leave of the Dey, and was not only 
very gracioufly received by him, but was permitted 
to take with her fix beautiful horfes, which that lady 
means to prefent to the Princefs of Afturias.

On the 15th, at haif paft three, A. M. fteer- 
ing north, wind blowing freth from the fouth, ran on 
a funken reef about two miles from a. key, which 
they have fince learned is. called Sandy-key, two 
Jeagues N. W. from the Grand Bahama, cot away 
the mafts, and with great difficulty got aitiore in the 
boats, with a few articles of provifions, om. Sandy- 
key. Day difcovered to them that they weré catt 
away on a defert fandy-bank, where not a fhrub grew, 
nor was there the appearance of freih water. A: 
large ifland, Bahama, two leagues to the N. W. ap- 
peared well timbered, but afforded no figns of inha- 
bitants. ‘Two boats they had, but they were infuffi- 
cient to carry the whole crew off. To add to their 
dittrefs,; no perfon on board could afcertain where 
they were. With “fpars and fails they made three 
tents ; in digging a well they fortunately met with 


- frefh water fufficient to fupply them all; they next 


determined on building a veflel adequaté to the pur- 
pofe of tranfporting themfelves to fome inhabited 
place. The ifland in fight promifed them timber, 
the wreck, iron work, and her cargo, planks. A 
paffenger‘on board, being a thipwright encouraged 
them to this enterprize, which was immediately en- 
tered upon. While engaged in this arduous under- 


| ‘taking, two of the failors on the 5th of April went 


off with the beft boat ; and, as they have fince learn- 
ed, after being 18 days at fea, reached a fettlement 
.on Abaco, where, making a report to Captain Ste- 
phens of the fitaation in which they had left their 
companions, he fent a {mall veffel with neceffarics 
to their relief, which after three weeks fruitlefs fearch 
returned back. On the 12th of April, early in the 
morning. faw a large thip aground on a reef about 
three leagues to the N. W. and a brig ftanding off 
and on, wind blowing frefh at fouth.' The wind has 
ving moderated, and the fea fallen, in the evening 
five men went from Sandy-key, in ‘a Mofes boat, for 
the fhip, which they reached, found her deferted, 
and her hold full of water. They were agreeably 
furprifed to find on board a feafonable fupply of live 
{tock, bread and other provifions. In the Captain’s 
ftate room, a board ripped from a bulk head hear the 
mizen-maft attracted their attention ; and on further 
fearch, they found it to be a concealment, where 
2200 dollars remained. Thefe they fecured, and 
afterwards divided equally among the whol¢ crew. 
Some articles of wearing apparel were alfo found ; 
and, in order 'to divide the value.equitably, were put 
up to public fale in their camp, and the proceeds 
fhared : The thip was a Spaniard, homeward bound, 
and went to pieces on the 25th. ‘The 2d of May 
the Friends Adventure was beat to pieces by a hca- 
vy gale from W.N. W. Continuing to work at 
their new veffel, on the sth of May they defcricd a 
fmall fail in- the offing ; fent off their boat, and found 
her to be a wrecker from this port, commanded by 
Philip Thomfon. The day after another wrecker 
appeared. ‘Three of the failors accompanied Thom- 
fon hither ; the’ re(t determined on accomplithing the 
work they had engaged in, building the veffel, which 
was now nearly finithed, and carrying their proper 
ty imher, rather than comply with the terms propo- 
fed by the wreckers. On the 27th and 28th, 16 
fmall craft arrived at Sandy-key. ‘Their crews af- 
fifted in launching the geffel, in which Captain Ap- 
pleton and his crew arrived here om Wedaefday the 
7th of this month. ,

Thera 
was not a State in Europe which did not rejoice at 
the difficulties we encountered, and the loffes which 
we fuftained, in the ftruggle with America. The 
rudenefs of Englifh travellers abroad, aad‘their 
haughty referve to foreighers at home, jrendered the 
nation at large almoft univerfally odious. The man- 
ners of the Prince of Wales have perhaps done more 
towards effacing thefe unfavourable impreflions con- 
cerning our countrymen, than all our neégociations 
for peace, commerce, and friendly intercourfe, doi 
ted: His liberality was admired by all nations, and 
drew their affections to this country.

The 
motives for this arret are to prevent the abufes re- 
fulting from the unconfined liberty which geogra- 
peers enjoyed. By copying foreign maps they ren- 
dered the errors committed by foreign nations in ad 
ju ting the Jimits of refpective poffetfions, or at leat 
‘confirmed them ; mariners, were expofed to the 
gicateft dangers by implicitly adopting the errors 
aod miflakes contained in imperfect maps, &c.
